HE  Truftees  of  thePuBLicK  Infxrma* 


1  RY,  in  Manchester,  raifed  in  the  Year 
1752,  in  forming  their  firft  and  general  Plan, 
found  it  extremely  inconvenient  to  admit 
Poor  Lunaticks  as  In-Patients ;  upon  Account^ 
firft  of  the  great  Expence  which  would  ne~ 
ceffarily  be  incurred  by  Building  a  Ward  or 
Wards  proper  for  their  Reception;  and  fe- 
condly,  in  maintaining  a  Governor,  and  o- 
ther  Servants,  whofe  whole  Care  would  en¬ 
tirely  be  taken  up  in  guarding  and  fecuring 
thefe  unhappy  Perfons  from  thofe  Violen¬ 
ces  which  they  frequently  commit  upon 
themfelves  and  others;  whatever  therefore 


A  2 
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might  have  been  their  benevolent  Intentions 
towards  them,  they  found  themfelves  oblig¬ 
ed,  in  conformity  with  the  Rules  of  ail  other 
Infirmaries,  to  exclude  thefe  miferable  Objects 
from  being  admitted  as  In-Patients. 

This  Rule  however,  did  not  deter  many 
humane  and  charitable  Perfons  from  fre¬ 
quently  folliciting  the  Truftees  to  take  the 
Cafe  of  Poor  Lunaticks  once  more  under  Con- 
fideration,  and  if  poflible  to  admit  them  as 
In-Patients ,  with  a  Promife  of  contributing 
generoufly  towards  any  extraordinary  Ex¬ 
pence  which  might  be  incurred  upon  this 
Occafion ;  and  without  the  leaf!:  Defire  that 
their  fir  ft  and  general  Defign  ftiould  be  in 
any  Degree  injured  thereby.  Thus  encou¬ 
raged,  the  Truftees  were  prevailed  upon  to 
fet  about  this  defirable  Work,  to  which  they 
were  moreover  moved  by  the  following 
Confideratiom 

In  the  firft  Place,  they  apprehended  that  no 
Cafes  could  be  more  truly  deplorable  than 
thofe  of  Poor  Lunaticks ,  who  had,  in  common 
no  Profpedt  of  a  Cure,  and  who  had  befides 
no  Care  or  Attendance  upon  their  Perfons, 
but  what  a  needy  Parent  could  beftow,  or 
what  a  thrifty  Parifh  Officer  would  provide, 
at  the  fame  Time  that  they  continued  pub- 
lick  Spectacles  of  the  deepeft  Mifery,  if  not 
ff  Terror,  $q  their  Neighbours, 

Secondly* 
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Secondly,  tlie  great  Profpccft  which  the 
Truftees  might  fairly  entertain  of  frequent¬ 
ly  relieving  thefe  poor  Wretches,  if  not  per¬ 
fecting  their  Cure;  by  duly  confining  them, 
fupplying  them  with  all  Necefifaries,  and 
placing  them  under  the  Care  of  fldlfui  Phy- 
ficians;  the  Phyficians  of  the  Infirmary,  (and 
the  Surgeons,  when  neceffarv,)  having  gene- 
roufly  offered  to  give  their  Attendance  gratis, 

The  laft,  but  not  leaf!  Confideration,  was 
the  Affiftance  which  they  might  reafonably 
hope  to  give  to  many  Perfons  of  middling 
Fortunes,  who  labouring  under  the  terrible 
Misfortune  of  an  unfound  Mind,  had  no 
Place  to  refort  to  but  a  private  Mai-houje ; 
where  their  Cure  flood  a  great  Chance  of  be¬ 
ing  protracted  for  the  Benefit  of  the  Merce¬ 
nary  Keeper,  if  ever  to  be  accomplifhed  by 
one  who  could  lay  fo  fmall  a  Claim  to  Me¬ 
dical  Abilities,  Thefe  Perfons,  or  their  Re¬ 
lations,  they  could  not  doubt  would  gladly 
give  the  Preference  to  an  Alylum  of  this  Kind, 
managed  by  Men  of  Principles  and  Honour, 
where  the  Patients  might  cxpedt  to  meet 
with  the  moil  humane  and  difinterefted 
Treatment;  and  where,  tho’  a  moderate  Fee 
was  taken  by  the  Truftees  for  their  Subfift- 
cnce,  and  by  the  Phyfician  for  his  Advice, 
they  might  happily  be  reftored  to  their 
Health  and  Friends,  without  impairing  their 
Fortunes, 


Thefe 
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Thefe  Confiderations  prevailed  upon  the 
Truftees  to  attempt  fo  defirable  a  Work,  as 
an  Hofpital  for  the  Reception  of  Lunaticks, 
to  which  they  were  now  particularly  flimu- 
lated,  by  the  uncommon  Liberality  of  a  moll 
worthy  Gentleman  in  the  Neighbourhood, 
the  late  William  Wright,  Efq;  in  Stnck- 
■ port ,  who  no  fooner  heard  of  their  Defign, 
than  he  promifed  to  contribute  ioo  Guineas 
towards  it.  -  , 

With  this  and  other  generous  Benefadtions 
they  were  enabled  in  the  Year  x  7^5",  to  eredt, 
and  furnifh  a  Building  folely  for  the  Ufe  of 
Lunaticks ;  likewife  to  provide  a  Governor 
and  Governefs,  with  proper  Servants  entirely 
to  attend  upon  them:  But  the  Money  fub- 
fcribed  being  little  more  than  what  was  ex¬ 
pended  in  the  Eredfion  of  the  Building,  &c. 
they  found  themfelves  obliged  to  exadl  a 
weekly  Sam  from  the  Relations  of  each  Pa¬ 
tient,  or  from  their  Parifh  Officers,  for  their 
Board  and  Maintenance ;  which  Expence  was 
unavoidable,  feeing  they  had  a  Publick  In¬ 
firmary  to  fupport,  which  coft  little  lefs  than 
1400I.  per  Annum,  and  which  confequently 
deprived  them  of  every  hope  of  being  able 
to  lay  a  farther  Tax  upon  the  publick  Bene¬ 
volence,  in  the  fame  Quarter,  for  this  parti¬ 
cular  Purpofe. 


From 
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From  the  Encouragement  however  which 
they  have  received,  and  by  the  larger  week¬ 
ly  Stipends  which  have  been  freely  paid  by 
thofe  of  better  Fortunes,  who  have  thought 
proper  to  fend  their  Relations  to  this  reputa¬ 
ble  Manfion,  they  are  not  without  a  Profpect 
of  being  able  in  Time  to  receive  the  poorer 
Patients  Gratis,  particularly  if  thofe  whom 
Providence  has  enabled  to  promote  10  chari¬ 
table  a  Defign,  lhall  be  touched  with  a  due 
degree  of  Companion  for  filch  unfortunate 
Perfons,  who  can  have  no  Proipeet  of  a 
Cure,  or  even  of  being  removed  from  being 
publick  Spectacles,  but  what  they  may  re¬ 
ceive  from  fuch  an  Inftitution. 

In  the  whole,  thofe  humane  Perfons  who 
fhall  ferioufly  reflect  upon  the  Number  of 
diftreiTed  Objects  of  this  kind,  with  which 
this  Kingdom  unhappily  abounds,  and  which 
has  given  rife  to  fo  many  private  Mad-houfes, 
where  the  moil  palpable  Impofitions,  to  fay 
no  worfe  of  them,  have  been  often  practifed : 
If  they  confider  likewife  that  there  are  but 
two  very  ampl  Receptacles  for  them,  both  in 
our  great  Metropolis,  and  at  too  great  a  Dis¬ 
tance,  for  thefe  poor  Creatures  to  gain  Ad¬ 
mittance,  without  a  large  Expence,  and  even 
that  thefe  Hofpitals,  fpacious  as  they  are, 
Would  be  incapable  of  containing  one  tenth 
of  their  Number,  were  all  to  apply  for  Ad¬ 
mittance.  Thefe  Circumftances  being  confi- 

dered 


dered,  we  hope  this  our  well  meant  Under¬ 
taking  will  meet  with  their  Approbation,  and 
as  we  wifh  only  for  a  proper  Fund,  out  of 
which  the  poorer  Sort  may  be  relieved  with¬ 
out  any  kind  of  Expence,  and  our  Building 
enlarged  in  Proportion  to  the  Numbers  which 
may  apply  for  Admittance,  we  cannot  help 
inviting  all  charitable  Perfons  to  throw  their 
Mite  into  it.

This  Hofpital,  if  a  Place  may  deferve  that 
Name,  into  which  none  can  be  admitted, 
without  paying  in  fame  Meafure  for  their 
Subfiftence,  was  opened  on  the  ioth  Day  of 
May  17  66,  a  Number  of  Rules  and  Orders, 
copied  chiefly  from  the  Regulations  purfued 
in  the  London  Hofpitals,  having  been  previ- 
oufly  agreed  upon,  for  the  Management  of  it. 

The  Truftees  of  the  Infirmary,  and  all  Con¬ 
tributors  of  50I.  or  upwards  are  appointed 
Governors,  but  the  immediate  Care  and  Ma¬ 
nagement  of  it,  is  committed  to  21  Perfons, 
who  are  chofen  out  of  the  Truftees  of  the 
Infirmary,  on  the  Ihurfday  next  preceding  the 
25  th  Day  of  March  annually ,  of  which  Jive  are 
a  Board.  But  to  lave  thefe  Gentlemen  the 
Trouble  of  a  conftant  Attendance,  the  Truf¬ 
tees  of  the  Infirmary  at  large,  have  a  Power 
of  Admitting,  and  Difcharging  Patients  out 
of  this  Hofpital,  at  their  weekly  Board  held 
every  Monday  at  1 1  o'clock  in.  the  Morning. 

"  No 
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No  Recommendation  is  required  for  the 
Admiffion  of  any  Patient  into  this  Hofpitah 
Two  Friends  of  the  Patient,  or,  if  Paupers, 
the  Overfeers  of  the  Poor,  are  only  to  fend  a 
Petition  duly  ligned  to  the  weekly  Board,  Pet¬ 
ting  forth  the  Age,  Sex,  and  Condition  of  the 
Patient,  and  defcribing  the  Cafe  as  far  as 
they  well  can; upon  Receipt  of  which  the 
Secretary  will  return  an  immediate  Anfwer, 
and  if  the  Patient,  upon  Examination  of  the 
Phyfician,  is  found  duly  qualified,  he  or  jhe 
will  be  admitted.  But  previous  to  the  Ad- 
xniflion,  two  fubftamial  Houfe-keepers  muft 
enter  into  a  Bond,  for  the  Payment  of  a  cer¬ 
tain  weekly  Stipend  for  the  Patients  Sub- 
fiftence,  during  his  or  her  Continuance  in  the 
Houfe ;  and  of  the  penal  Sum  of  20s.  week¬ 
ly,  for  every  Week  the  Patient  fliall  flay  in 
the  Hofpitah  after  he  or  fie  fhall  have  been 
duly  difcharged  by  the  Truftees.  A  Certifi¬ 
cate  will  like  wife  be  required,  duly  executed 
by  the  Overfeers  of  the  Poor,  to  afcertain  the 
Patients  legal  Settlement. 

In  the  Cafe  of  Perfons  of  fuperior  Condi¬ 
tion,  no  Certificate  will  be  required,  but  the 
Truftees  will  treat  with  the  Friends  of  the 
Patient,  in  regard  to  Subfiftence,  and  of  Fees 
to  be  paid  to  Phyficians,  and  Surgeons,  who, 
in  all  other  Cafes  give  their  Attendance  Grads . 
Thefe  Preliminaries  being  fettled,  the  Patient 
will  be  admitted,  and  all  due  Care  taken.

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It  was  firft  intended  that  this  Hofpital,  tho’ 
a  diftint  Building,  fhould  only  be  confidered 
as  a  feparate  Ward  of  the  Infirmary,  and  that 
all  Benefations  to  it,  as  well  as  the  weekly 
Stipends  paid  by  the  Patients,  after  difcharg- 
ing  the  Governors  and  Servants  Wages,  ando- 
fher  incidental  Expences,  fhould  be  thrown  in¬ 
to  the  Infirmary  Cafh,  by  way  of  Satisfaction  to 
thatCharity  for  their  Board  and  Maintenance, 
which  was  the  Practice  followed  to  the  25th 
of  March  1771  ;  but  it  is  now  judged  more 
eligible,  that  the  Treafurer  fhail  keep  a  dif¬ 
tint  Account  of  all  Benefations  given  to 
this  Hofpital,  and  all  Cafh  received  by  him 
for  the  Subfiflence  of  Patients  annually:  Bal¬ 
ancing  the  fame  with  the  Governors  and 
Servants  Wages,  and  what  Sums  he  may  have 
paid  to  the  Infirmary  for  their  Subfiflence, 
and  other  incidental  Expences;  by  which 
Means  the  Benefactors  to  this  particular  Cha¬ 
rity,  as  well  as  to  the  Infirmary,  may  clearly 
fee  how  far  the  One  is  independent  of  the 
Other ,  and  the  Period  may  be  fortunately  dis¬ 
covered  ,  when,  with  the  Intereft  of  Money 
arifing  from  Benefations,  together  with  the 
weekly  Stipends  paid  by  thofe  of  better  For¬ 
tunes,  the  Poor  may  expet  to  be  admit¬ 
ted  Gratis . 

N.  B.  No  fmaller  weekly  Stipend  has  hi¬ 
therto  been  taken,  than  Five  Shillings  for 
poor  Lunaticks,  nor  more  than  One  Guinea 

for 
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for  thofe  in  affluent  Circumftances;  but  thefe 
Sums  are  always  in  Proportion  to  what  is 
judged  to  be  the  Ability  of  the  Patient. 

A  Patient  once  admitted  may  be  vifited  at 
any  Time  by  his  or  her  Relations  or  Friends, 
but  not  without  an  Order  figned  by  one  of 
the  Managers,  or  Phyficians,  or  upon  Appli¬ 
cation  to  the  weekly  Board  of  Truftees,  which 
is  never  refufed.  And  all  Strangers  defirous 
of  feeing  the  Houfe,  are  admitted  upon  the 
fame  Terms. 

All  Benefactions  to  this  Hofpital,  are 
gratefully  received  by  the  Treafurer  and  De¬ 
puty  Treafurers  of  the  Publick  Infirmary  in 
Manchefter ,  and  all  Payments  made,  are  care¬ 
fully  to  be  paid  into  their  Hands. 

Such  Perfons  as  may  be  difpofed  to  pro¬ 
mote  this  Undertaking,  by  their  laft  Will, 
are  deftred  to  do  it  in  the  following  Words.
